F1GIIT HOUSEHOLDS 


At the time of the 1752 census 
eight householders are listed in 
Ste. Genev ieve 
They hear the 
names “La Rose. Antoine Obochon, 
Duboy et Truto. Ledoux, Antoin 
tn o, Jaqucfc Chouquet. J. B. Beau- 
vay and Bon, dit Simonfold.” ob­ 
viously as in Beauvay for Beau­ 
vais, in some instances incorrect. 
Broken down, the population con­ 
sisted of seven men four women, 
three boys capable of bearing arms, 
four girls under 12 years of age, 
two laborers or apprentices (vol- 
tmtaires). two male Negro slaves 
and one Negro woman. Strangely 
enough, there are no widows 
These people collectively owned 
T6 oxen, 18 cows, 23 bulls, 12 jen­ 
nies, 24 horses, four mares and 185 
pigs. 
They had among them 14 
guns, three measures of 
powder 
and seven measures of lead 
and 
balls. 
And they cultivated 34 arpents 
ot land, with a valuation by the 
census taker at 197 livres. 
Since 
the livre was worth 19 1 cents, the 
total value of the land was $36.627 
in our money today, even to the 
7 mills 
That, of course, doesn’t precise­ 
ly check with the theory of a set- 
tb ment which had been develop­ 
ing for 20 or 30 years 
It does ac­ 
cord precisely with the theory* of a 
new settlement. 
Houck, in hi> great History of 
Missouri, based his belief in the 
•earlier settlement at Ste. Gene­ 
vieve on the fact an old well stone 
in the ancient village of Ste. Gene­ 
vieve located at the site of what 
ire known as the “common fields” 
of the new or present town, had 
cut upon it the 
figures 
“1732”, 
though whence it came, nor when, 
nor why has ever been unriddled. 
He believed the village must have 
been established before that date. 
Some sort of coroboration for that 
theory he found in Gov. Trudeau’s 
report of 1798 that the village had 
existed “for more than 60 years,” 
and more in

Capt. 
Philip Pittman’s travel comment 
of 1797 saying that the first settlers 
of Ste. Genevieve "removed about 
28 years ago from Cascasquias” or 
Kankaskia.

for a church if it was 
granted. 
Actually 
despite the reference to 
a St Joachim parish in 1732—there 
is no record of a St Joachim parish 
at Ste.

There were not infrequent acci­ 
dents on the river, in mines or in 
the forest 
There were dangerous 
animals, and even more dangerous 
Indians about. Ste. Genevieve was 
particularly afflicted by the rob­ 
beries of the Osages. 
"I have been informed by the 
people of Ste. Genevieve, who . u t­ 
tered infinitely the most." wrote 
Henry Marie Brackenridge, who

“that they were on occasions left 
without a horse to turn the mill.”

Treating of horses and mules for 
bots will get under way

ing to County Agent Teal, who has

Two plans will be put into oper­ 
ation this year says Mr Teal: On«* 
involves concentration of horses

owners signed up in advance to 
have them treated on the day to 
be visited by the veterinarian.
